The Nature of the Mind is fuch chat 
there will be a Conftant Invoiuntary Succeffion of 
Ideas but good and bad; nor is it potlible tor the 
moft wary and artentive Man to fix upon any one 

byet long whecher Good or Bad, but he will be 

Interrupred by fome new Object prelenting ictelf. 
In this the Mind is purely Poifive ; nor can it be 
efteemed a Fault becaule Natural and unavoidable. 
All that is in a Man’s Power in this Cale or that 
Cate or that he is Obliged to do, is only to ob- 
ferve diligently what the Ideas are that thus take 
their Turns in his Underftanding to direct their 
fort, and call in iuch to his ule as he finds may be 
profitably confidered of.

The Anfwer to thefe Queftions being what may lay 
a Foundation for a Nw ypothefis in Natural Piylo-

ratter, and Stile of the Wifeft Apollo. And as fuch 
| Addref8 to you, Gentlemen, being ready to follow 
with fuch other Queflions as may lead throw af parts 
of N-tural Knowledge, and fupply what y iz] wane 
ing or Erroneous in any other of the Syficms, we 
already have. 

A. We are not Ambitious of the Honors of be- 
ing the Founder; of New Hypothefes either in Re- 
ligion or Phylofophy. In regard efpecially to the 
Origin of Things ir is our Opinion that the moft 
Rational Aceount cf chem isto be found in the moft 
Ancient Wrirers, tho’ indeed by the Heathens 
fomrimes obicured by Fables and Allegories, For 
the Scate of che Primitive Chaos being a Matter of 
Fact we ought to obferve what Hiftory and Anci- 
ent Tradition tays of it, rather than what feems 
agreeable to our own Private Reafon or Fancy; 
as if we cou'd pre(cribe proper Rules for God to 
Work by, or as if his Operations mutt have been 
in fuch and {uch a Manner, becaufe they wou'd 
otherwife be Repugaant to our Reafon. The Tra- 
dition of the Ancients may the more fafely be de- 
pended on in this Cafe, becaufe in the main ic a- 
grees with the Mofaick Account of the Creation; 
and in {ome particulars is mcre large than Mo/es 
bimfelf. Parncularly rhat the Chaos was not a 
meer Elementary Water (which according to the 
Dostrin of Thales was the Principle of all Things) 
but a Confus'd Heterogeneous Mats of Corpuilcles, 
which muft have bcen ina Fluid Srate, becaufe 
Water and Air wou’'d make a confiderable Par: of 
this Mixture. Such was the Srare of the firit 
Matter (according to the Teftimonies Cired b 
Grotius, de Verit. Rel. Chr. Li 1. Sed. 16.) upog 
which the Spirit of God moved, that is excited 
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(uch Metions and Fermentations in the feveral 
Parts of it, as were neceflary for that Difpofition 
ot Nature on which the Future Frame of Things 
was to depend. If then you intend by thefe Que- 
{tions that we thou'd deduce a new Scheme of Na. 
rural Knowledge by making Water the Sole Prio- 
ciple of all Tbings, we thali have both Tradition and 
Reaion ageintt us, as We Can prove by many Ar- 
guments. But if your meaning be only to thew, 
rharairer this firft Diulpotision of Matter, the rc@ 
of the Six Days Work, and the Coniervanion of 
Things in their prefent frame, ts not left imeerly to 
Mechanical Principles, but 1s owing to the Dt- 
rectica of the immediate Hand of God : of this, 
we think there arc fo many eviuent Arguments, {o 
fully fhewn by other Authors, that It 18 not ne- 
cclfary to indft farcher on them. Notwithitand- 
ing if you will pleafe to give us fome farther Light 
into your Defiga, we fhall not retufe ro Affift you 
what we can in your Enquiries,

A We have extracted the following Account of 
his Life and Death from Theodore: and Socrittes. 
He was a Prieft of Alexandria, of which City he 
endeavonred to make himfelt Bithop, bur being 
di{appointed he proved the great Difturber of the 
Ciriftian World by Broaching Erroneous Opinions 
concerning the Doctrin of the Trinity, of which 
he was Convicted and upon that Excommunicared. 
Burt being a Cunning Popular Man, he gained {uch 
a Parry over co his Opinion and Inuereft, that cho’ 
he had been.admonithed by the Emperor Con/fPar- 
sine to retract his Errors, he continued Obftinare, 
till he was Banifhed and his Writings ordered to be 
Burnt by the General Council of Nice, which had 
been Afflembied by Command of the Emperor upon 
this Occafion. Notwithftanding by the Inrereft of 
the Emperor's Sifter Conjtawtsa and of Enjfebius Bi 
fh: p of Nicomedsa, a Perion of a Scandalous Life, 
his Ceufe was brought to another Hearing Upon 
which Occafion there happened a Terribie Conteft 
between this Eufebrus and Alexander then Bithop of 
Conjlantincple where the Council was Affemb'ed, 
Alexander thut himfcif up in the Temple ard ear- 
neftly Pray’d that God wound free the Church from 
thofe Vexatious Difputes and appear in Defence ot 
Truth which was |:ke to be Oppreffed. The nex 
Morning atter he had thus Prayed, Arrius coming 
with his Friends to the Place of Council, felr a 
Severe Griping in his Guts, upon which he went 
afide to an Houle of Kafement, into which toge- 
ther with his Excrements he voided his Bowels and 
in this great Torment Died.
